Name of New American President 
May Not Be Known untill Dec. 19 


WASHINGTON ( A P ) - l f next 
month’s election is as close as 
» ome exp erts think it will be, the 
name of the next p resident may 
not be known until Dec. 19, or 
even later. 
That’s when the electoral col­ 
lege meets to make official the 
results of the Nov. 8 voting. 
Should the 537 electors rep re­ 
senting the 50 states fail to p ro­ 
duce a majority for any one, the 
House of Rep resentatives of the 
8 7th Congress, which won’t organ­ 
ize until next Jan. 3, will elect 
the new p resident. 
It wouldn’t be the first time that 
the electoral college deadlocked 
and threw the election into he 
lap of the House but the last time 
was 135 y ears ago. 
The electors will be chosen by 
the 
voters 
in 
their 
resp ective 
states on Nov. 8 . Each state is 
entitled to one elector for etch 
member it has in the House a^d 
the 
Senate. 
While 
theoretically 
and traditionally t.iey cast Lieu* 
votes for the p residential nominee 
Who received the largest vote in 


their state, they don’t have to. 
As 
recently 
as 1956 an Ala­ 
bama elector refused to give his 
vote to Adlai Stevenson, although 
Stevenson carried the state by 8 5,- 
000 votes over President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower. 
Nor do the electors of a state 
have to vote as a unit. The rec­ 
ords show that on 41 occasions 
a state gave p art of its electoral 
vote to one candidate and p art to 
another. 
The electors, selected in most 
states by p arty conventions or 
committees, will meet in their re­ 
sp ective state cap itals on Dec. 19 
to cast their votes. 
That’s w.ien comp licated p oliti­ 
cal situations in several states, 
may figure in determining w» ;o 
will be the next p resident if the 
November voting is close. 
Georgia’s 12 Democratic elec­ 
tors are not p ledged to sup p ort 
p residency . If Kennedy 
carried 
Georgia on the basis of p op ular 
votes, the state’s electors could 
vote 
tor Richard M. Nixon or 
someone else if they wanted to. 
A similar situation exists in 
Ala ­ 


bama, where only 5 of the ll 
Democratic electors are p ledged 
to back Kennedy , leaving the oth­ 
er 
6—ii 
Democrats 
carry 
the 
state—to vote for someone else. 
In Mississip p i t '.ere are two sets 
of Democratic electors, one un­ 
p ledged, while in Louisiana tile 
states rights p arty has a set of 
unp ledged electors. 
If the electoral vote shap es up 
as a p hoto finish on the basis of 
p op ular 
vote 
results, 
the 
un­ 
p ledged electors could determine 
until Dec. 19 to make up their 
minds. 
They 
could vote for a 
third p erson. 
Conceivably , 
neither 
Kennedy 
nor Nixon might get a majority of 
the total electoral vote. To be de 
dared elected, they must get a 
majority —269—not a p lurality .

Dies, Age 81

Wayne A. Hoover, 8 1, Route 3 
p rominent farmer and p olitician, 
died at 11:30 p . rn. y esterday at 
his residence rn Jackson Twp . 
Mr. Hoover held an elected p u­ 
blic office for 45 y ears. He was 
bom November 7, 18 78 , in Jack­ 
son Twp ., the son of Calvin and 
Sarah Jane Allen Hoover. 
He began his p olitical career in 
1903 when he was elected constable 
in Jackson Twp . He was elected 
clerk of Jackson Twp . and clerk 
of the Jackson Twp . Board of Ed­ 
ucation in 1905. 
His next p ost was township tre­ 
asurer, and he was treasurer of the 
school board for about nine y ears. 
He was named township assessor 
in 1912, 
He was elected to two terms on 
the Pickaway County Board of Ed­ 
ucation starting in 1928 , and serv­ 
ed a clerk and treasurer of Jack­ 
son Twp . at the same time. In 1940 
he was elected to the first of 
two terms as Pickaway County 
Commissioner. His term 
exp ired 
January I, 1949, and he did not 
seek reelection.

Says Castro 


To Be Target 


Secret Cells Ready 
To Open Revolution 
#At Any Mom ent' 


LONDON (AP) — The former 
Cuban ambassador to Britain said 
today a vast underground army 
organized throughout Cuba in se- 
moment 
against 
Fidel 
Castro* 
regime. 
Sergio Rojas Satamarina, who 
was dismissed this y ear by the 
Castro government, said he wa* 
flying later today to Miami, Fla., 
to join a huge group of Cuban 
emigres. 
“Thousands 
and thousands 
ot 
emigres will p our into Cuba to 
join in the up rising,” Rojas said 
in an interview. “They will go 
from Miami, Mexico, Venezuela 
Colombia and other p arts of Latin 
America. You will see an up rising 
that will make Budap est look like 
nothing.” 
But, insisted the former dip lo- 
mat, “ not a single American sol­ 
dier should intervene in this cru­ 
sade. 
We 
have 
enough 
men, 
trained and ready to fight, to wip e 
Castro and his brutal regime from 
the face of the earth. We want 
no foreigners fighting with us. 
This is a Cuban fight.” 
Asked about the Soviet threat 
to sup p ort Castro militarily , tho 
former ambassador said: “ I say 
the Russians are bluffing. They 
will fight in Cuba—only to the last 
Cuban. Look at their stand in Ko- 
rea, in the Congo and in East 
Germany . They will send arm* 
and exp erts and ail sorts of a id ^ 
but not a single Russian soldier. 
They do not want to p rovoke a 
world war.” 
Rojas would not estimate how 
many refugees are ready to tako 
up arms. But he said out of tho 
150,000 in the Miami area there 
are thousands and thousands in 
condition and ready to fight.

Mo­ 
toring levies are next only to personal ann 
corporate income taxes as sources of rev­ 
enue for federal and state governments, 
and to a growing degree, local 
govern­ 
m ents as well. 
This year $12 billion is being collected 
from users of automobiles in m ore wav s 
than there are models of c a rs on the 
reads. F ro m the day a buyer drives a new 
or used car from the showroom or lot, he 
is the favorite sugar daddy for a n y gov­ 
ern m en t revenue b ody in quest of a source 
of additional income. 
Excise and sales taxes on the purchase
